the symbol of coming freedom from 
slavery and death from the basti­ 
nado, from starvation, from oppres­ 
sion and cruelty. 
Its strains were 
heard throughout Mexico, from sea 
to sea, but nowhere in the terror- 
striking volume 
that 
the 
ragged 
army of liberty of Pancho Villa gave 
to it. 
Towns were wiped out to its 
strains. Rurales and Federal troops 
hung to Its Jilt, men and women

There is not a stranger story in 
the history of the French in the 
vast province of Louisiana, than 
that of Etienne Veniard, Sieur de 
Bourgmont. 
At first an officer in 
the 
French 
arm y 
of 
Canada, 
Bourgmont became a deserted, and 
I outlaw 
and 
wandered 
through 
the w ilderness of Louisiana, with 
a penalty of death hanging 
over 
him. 
Yet he lived to regain 
a 
place in civilized society, became 
a trusted official, established 
the 
first m ilitary post on the Missouri 
river w ithin w hat is now Missou­ 
ri, and was raised to the nobility 
by the king of France. 
During this week recurrs a date 
of utm ost im portance in Bourg- 
m ont’s colorful career. 
On July 
26, 1720, two 
hundred 
fourteen 
j years ago, he was commissioned a 
1 captain of infantry by the fam- 
I ous Company of 
the 
Indies in ! 
i Paris, France, and 
under 
th is ! 
commission he returned to Am eri- j 
ca and accomplished the 
work j 
for which he is best known 
in j 
history, 
the 
establishm ent 
o f 1 
Fort Orleans on the Missouri riv­ 
er in w hat is now Carroll County, 
Missouri. 
Almost nothing 
is 
known 
of 
Bourgm ont’s early career except 
that he was the son of a Norm an- j 
dy physician, entered the 
a rm y ,1 
and came to Canada as an ensign 
in 1695. 
In 1705 he 
came 
into 
prom inence as the commander a t 1 
Detroit, but it was 
a disastrous 
choice, for his arrogant treatm ent 
of the Indians there percipitated 
a bloody attack, and almost ruin­ 
ed his career. 
Bourgmont was a 
large and strong man, and some­ 
thing of his tem perm ent is shown : 
by the story that when his 
dog 
once bit an Indian and the Indian 
struck the dog, Bourgmont 
fell 
on the savage and beat him 
so ' 
severely that he died soon after. 
Deserting w ith several soldiers 1 
from the post at Detroit after the 1 
uprising there in 1706, 
Bourg-I 
mont became an outlaw w ander- • 
ing through the vast uninhabited ! 
colonies of France in America. He 
was for a time in w hat is 
now 
northern Ohio, drifted west to th e ! 
Illinois country, and up the Mis- \ 
souri river w here he became 
in­ 
fluential with the 
Indians. 
His 
knowledge of the Missouri 
river 
Indians eventually proved so val­ 
uable to the French officials gov­ 
erning Louisiana, that he was en­ 
abled to regain a position in civ­ 
ilized life. 
Bourgmont was in lower Louis­ 
iana in 1719, and in October 
of j 
that year left for France. 
His re ­ 
turn was auspicious. 
In France 
he 
obtained 
his 
commission in 
July, 1720, and shortly after 
was 
ordered to establish a post on the 
Missouri river and to m ake peace 
among the tribes between Louis­ 
iana and New Mexico so that ov­ 
erland trade 
with 
the 
Spanish 
settlem ents might be possible. 
If 
he should accomplish these 
ob­ 
jects in two years, he could 
re ­ 
turn to France, w here he m ight 
be raised to the nobility. 
He set 
out in 1722. 
Landing at New Orleans, Bourg­ 
mont obtained three boat loads of 
provisions and some soldiers, and 
moved up the Mississippi. Provis­ 
ions w ere scanty, the men became 


ill, and there were many deser­ 
tions, but Bourgmont pushed on. 
On the way. a sergeant was exe­ 
cuted by having his head broken, 
a penalty which Bourgmont him ­ 
self had barely escaped 
at 
De­ 
troit. 
On reaching the Missouri 
river, the party proceeded to the 
site of the fort near the m outh uf 
Grand river in w hat is now C ar­ 
roll county 
and 
in 
November, 
1723, began the erection of Fort 
Orleans, the w esternm ost outpost 
of New France. 
In the sum m er of 1724, Bourg­ 
mont completed his plans to 
es­ 
tablish peaceful relations w ith the 
Missouri, Osage, Kansas, Otoe and 
Padouca Indians. 
He spent most 
of the month of July at the K an­ 
sas village near the site of K an­ 
sas City, and later m ade a trip to j 
the Padoucas, 
150 miles to 
the 


southwest. 
Returning to Fort O r­ 
leans on November 5, with 
the 
major objectives of his expedition 
accomplished, he 
induced 
some 
ten Indians, including the daugh­ 
ter of the principal Missouri chief 
to accompany him when he 
left 
for Europe. 
In France, the Indians created a 
sensation. 
Gifts were showered 
upon them, and the king received 
them. 
The Indian woman, call­ 
ed the “Princess of the M issouri”, 
was baptised at Notre Dame, and 
married 
Bourgmont’s 
sergeant, 
DuBois. 
Bourgmont him self was 
granted a patent of nobility in De­ 
cember, 1725, acquired a coat 
of 
arms, and soon m arried 
a 
rich 
widow. 
He rem ained in France, 
and no more is known of his ca­ 
reer. 
All but one of the Indians liv­ 
ed to return to 
America. 
Some 
accounts say that Missouri Indians 
massacre the French at Fort O r­ 
leans and destroyed the post, but 
others indicate that the fort was 


m erely abandoned, and that 
it 
probably 
rotted 
down 
or 
was 
washed into the river. The "P rin­ 
cess of the M issouri” is said 
to 
have m arried another Frenchm an 
and lived at Kaskaskia after 
the 
killing of DuBois by Fox Indians 
in 1727. The approxim ate site of 
Fort Orleans was m arked in 1924 
by the D. A. R.

O ther experim ents show the 
same results and point out to the 
farm er that he can increase 
his 
w heat yields by plowing his stub­ 
ble land as soon as possible after 
the previous grain crop has been
